This  has  not  yet  been  commenced, 
as  it  was  decided  after  the  cam- 
paign to  make  an  exhaustive  study 
into  the  subject  boarding  homes 
to  be  as  nearly  certain  as  possible 
that  the  most  up-to-date  and  effi- 
cient building  might  be  con^ 
structed.  When  this  work  was 
completed,  building  material  had 
advanced  so  much  that  it  was  de- 
cided to  postpone  building  oper- 
ations untU  a  more  favoralde  time. 

West  Side  Brandi,  to  cost   $50,mOO 

Three  buildings  for  the  use  of  this  Brandi  were  secured  at  the 
comer  of  50th  Street  and  Tenth  Avenue,  covering  100'  ft.  on  50th 
Street  and  125  ft.  on  Tenth  Avenue.  The  property  was  bought  from 
Mr.  John  D.  Rockefeller,  Jr.,  for  $200,000.  Part  of  it  had  been  used 
for  a  Neighborhood  House,  but  the  work  had  been  discontinued  and 
^bt  building  was  vacant  when  we  bot^t  it.  It  was  somewhat  re- 
modeled and  a  swimming  pool  and  restaurant  were  installed.  $20,000 
was  paid  to  Mr.  Rockefeller  on  account  of  purchase  and  a  mortgage 
was  given  to  him  for  $180,000.  About  $30,000  was  spent  in  improve- 
ments on  the  property. 

The  West  Side  Branch  moved  from  its  old  quarters  at  460  West 
44th  Street  to  its  new  quarters  on  Feb.  1st,  1915,  with  a  membership 
of  308  girls.  The  m^bership  has  rapidly  increased,  and  on  Jan.  1st, 
1917,  it  was  2,798  girls.  The  annual  dues  are  $1.00  and  any  girl  or 
woman  of  good  character  is  eligible.  The  activities  carried  on  at  this 
Branch  are:

There- 
fore, the  Association  now  stands  possessed  of  a  very  large,  well 
equipped  plant  for  its  West  Side  Branch,  worth  at  least  $350,000, 
whereas  we  had  only  expected  a  very  modest  building  in  this 
.neighborhood  to  cost  about  $50,000.

The  other  items  in  the  budget  going  to  make  up  the  $3,000,000  for 
the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  were  $150,000  for  current 
expenses  and  $50,000  for  equipment  and  adjustment  fund. 

The  total  amount  of  money  paid  out  by  the  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association  on  account  of  its  ymm  boildtngs  constructed 

or  under  construction,  property  bought,  expenses,  etc.,  aggregates 
$2^43,3362?  plus  $40,500  cash  on  hand  in  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  treasury. 

This  money  has  been  paid  to  the  Young  Women's
